Peculiar Features of New York Fl9h Market. 


BT B. O. BLACKFORD, BEFORE AMERICAN FI8HCULTURAL ASS’N. 

Gentlemen: Your section has thought Ifrkeat to report upon 
the staple flsb—shad, trout, and salmon—which arc leading ob¬ 
jects of sale at various seasons In New York. 

The supply of shad was not remarkable, cither as to size or 
quality, during the season of 1877. It was not abundant, either 
In Northern or Southern waters. In the South shad made Its 


rated trout from Long Island. Some of the finest specimens 
were sent by Mr. Livingstone Stone, of Charlestown, N. II., 
which readily brought seventy-five cents a pound. Large quan 
titles of trout were sent into market, raised by Mr. F. H. Douse 
man , of Wisconsin, who is probably the most successful trout 
raiser In the United States. Moose Head Lake, In Maine, a> 
usual, sent the largest fish into market; but large trout are not the 
most esteemed. While fish weighing not more than half a pound 
fetch forty cents a pound, larger fish only bring from twenty- 
five to thirty cents. The supply of trout at present seems quite 
equal to the demand. In fact, as many trout are marketed as can 
be sold. We do not think that an excesB of production with 
diminution of price could cause Increased consumption. 

SALMON. 

We receive, In New York, salmon from the Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts. 

From California, the quantity of the Salmo Quinnat was not 
more than one-balf of that received In the year before. The 
Prclfic salmon Is not as highly esteemed as the Atlantic flsb, and 
does not command as high a price. When expense of handling 
and cost of transportation are considered, the margin of profit Is 
quite small. This business In California salmon Is due very much 
to the enterprise of Mr. A. Booth, of Chicago. 

Of the Atlantic salmon (Salmo Solar) we are pleased to state 
that the quantity sent Into market was unusually large. Owing 
to Improved facilities In transportation, we cun obtain fish from 
new sources. We can get our fish at first hands from the Bay of 
Chaleurs, from the Restlgouche and Mlrlmachee Rivers. The sal¬ 
mon caught in New England form but a very small fractional 
proportion of the total quantity, though they command the highest 
price. Salmon never were as cheap as during the season of 1877, 
good, Bound fish letalllng as low as ten cents a pound. The first 
salmon coming Into New York are derived from the provinces, 
and when arriving In the latter part of February, will bring as 
much as $1.50 a pound. The consumption of salmon, we are 
glad to say, has been very much Increased by its cheapness. If It 
were not for the methods of refrigeration, which prevents a glut 
In the market—which process absorbs the surplus—salmon might 
be sold at six cents a pound. 

In presenting to the notice of the Association, the three fresh 
water fish most In use In the markets, It happens that all of them 
arc especially of the kinds to which your labors as fish culturlsts 
have been directed. It Is to these particular flsb, as objects of 
commerce, then, that we have more particularly directed our 
attention. 

To conclude the report of your section, we may allude tojthe 
i pompano. Having, in former years, after some slight difficulties. 
- succeeded In Introducing this most delicate of all fish—a Hah 
which we believe to be the finest of all table-fish, beiog In fact the 
r rival ol the turbot—we have to note that the pompano last year 
r was rarely received In our markets from Southern waters. The

four years before. The Bsh commissioners, then, of New York 
do not work Tor the benefit of Pennsylvania, dust as liy Its in¬ 
stinct a herd of sheen cuter a master’s pasture, and not Ills neigh¬ 
bor’s, so do fish return to their own river. In sea fish, the rule, 
it Ib believed, Is the same. Of course, the extent of range of the 
adult scu-flsh Is much greater. Miles of sea-coast may be trav¬ 
ersed by the fish when seeking for food: but, reasoning by an¬ 
alogy, it Is quite evident that, when the period of reproduction is 
about to take place, the sea-fish will seek the spawnlng-bed where 
its first Instincts of life were developed. 

In the United States we have had an ugly dispute with (ireat 
Britain and the Provinces in regard to the fishery Interests, and 
have paid, in a rather grumbling way, a round sum of money for 
past fishery privileges. The questlou is, can we make ourselves 
independent, In a certain measure, of the fisheries lu provincial 
waters, by producing our own sea fish on our own coasts! The 
experiment of artificially hatching the cod is now going on at 
Gloucester, under the management of the United Slates Kish 
Commissioner. In certain respects, the procuring of the eggs of 
the shad presented a more dillicult task, from the fact of the ten¬ 
derness of the shad, and its inability to resist handling without 
dying. But then the shad could be caught in calm, inland. Sum¬ 
mer waters, while cod would require to have their eggs taken 
from them, mid their immediate Impregnation carried on lu cold, 
tempestuous seas. Capacious boxes have been constructed along¬ 
side of the hatching-houses at Gloucester, where the gravid cod 
can he kept. One difficulty encountered at first was to hatch the 
eggs of a fish which were very buoyant like the cod, but of which 
the dead ones sank. This was the reverse of shad eggs, where 
the apparatus devised by Messrs. Mather and Clark and Ferguson 
worked so perfectly A number of tests have been made with 
new contrivances for hatching, and with success. A number of 
cod eggs have already been secured, aud the direct attempt will 
be shortly made to fertilize and hatch them. These eggs have 
beeu derived from the live-fish boxes, and from fishing-boats prose¬ 
cuting their calling in the Immediate vicinity of Gloucester. 
Prof. James W. Milner believes that before long all the spawn 
which will be required can be obtained. 

If these experiments are successful, and there is no reason 
why they may not be, a new and most useful career is open 
to fish-culture, the benefits of which are hardly to be Imagined. 
There is no fish so wonderfully prolific as the cod. Nature seems 
to have giveu the i/adus, and to almost all its different species, 
the power of producing in each individual many millions of its 
kind. This bountlfuluess Is evidently a precaution, as the waste 
of eggs must be Immense. It is quite certain that hut a fractional 
portion of the eggs of sea-fish ever mature. The most conclusive 
testimony can be brought forward to prove that the percentage of 
loss in artificial fish-liatchlng is immensely less than by the nat¬ 
ural process. Perhaps if a guess were made for it can be after 
all but guess-work—In sea-fish not one egg lu a thousand pro¬ 
duces a fish. Eggs are devoured by other fish, by birds, or are 
stranded on the shore, or dashed to pieces by the impact of the 
waves. In artificial shad-hatching, a loss of ten per cent, is con¬ 
sidered as very large. There are certain advantages which eggs 
artificially hatched In sea-water would have over eggs in fresh 
water. Iu salt water the fungoid growths which are fatal to the 
eggs do not as readily make their appearauee, and the tempera¬ 
ture of the water can be more readily managed. 

Cod-flsh are not the only sea-fish which this new etlort In fish- 
culture may develope. It is by no means impossible that the 
eggs of the mackerel may be collected, fructified and hatched, and 
turned out in American waters. 

This record of the experiments in hatching cod at Gloucester is 
worthy, then, of particular notice. The United States Fish Com¬ 
mission by no means advances any Idea of the success of this 
new and interesting work, good sense and prudence on their part 
precluding any direct announcement of the fact. Some obstacles 
might still prevent the entire accomplishment of their work. 
Still those who have studied more or less carefully the labors of 
the United States Fish Commission, and have cognizance of the 
long thought and study which have been directed by them to the 
end in view, have every reason to he sanguine of their success. 

Fish-culturists are fully aware of the very thorough lnvestiga 
tions made by Norwegian naturalists in regard to the habits of cod 
on their coast, and that the accidental Impregnation of coil eggs 
bad been noted by one of them. But it is to the United States 
that is due the first practical work In this direction, for we art- 
now making an absolute effort to render our sea-coasts fruitful 
with tbls most useful of all fish .—New York Times. 


Making Fish Ponds. 

AlmoBt every one who has written or spoken to the writer on 
the subject of fish ponds, has an idea of damming up a stream U) 
make a trout pond, and the advice he has usually given has been 
that of Punch to parties about to get married, “Don’t.” 

There is once in a while a place where it will do to throw a 
dam across and make a pond, as In a hollow just below a spring 
where there is no danger of freshets, and where the surface water 
can be led around the stream and ponds by ditches so that only 
the water from the spring can pass through the pond. It is not 
that the surface water Is injurious to the fish by reason of the 
amount of soil brought down by It, but because of the amount of 
leaves, sticks, and riff-raff which clogs the screens aDd makes 
dams of them, causing them to soon break away. 

Dams arc expensive and are usually unsatisfactory for fish 
ponds, as It Is almost Impossible to make and keep them 
tight, for the muskrat and crawfish, both of whom work at night, 
will make a breach In a few hours that may take weeks to repair. 

The muskrat digs in from below the water aud makes his nest 
above Its line and often has a bank all honey-combed with galler¬ 
ies before It breaks through, or if the dam is purposely made low 
oo top to prevent their nesting above the water-line; then they 
will make runwayB through the top at the water-level. 

The crawfish works near or at the bottom of the dam, or per¬ 
haps goes clear under it Into the gravel, if there Is any, and the 
hole he makes of an Inch In diameter gradually enlarges to a 
breach. , 

As this animal Is called by different names In various parts of 
the country, It may be well to say that It Is known ns the “fresh¬ 
water lobster,” “crab," and “prairie well-digger;” It la also 
spelled crayfish. There was an account in some of the agricultural 
papers recently of a man who had a dam Infested with crawfish 
that continually bored through the embankment and he dumped 
In tan-bark, whereupon every crustacean struck, and refused to 
work in any such substance. Perhaps there may be something In 
this, It is certainly worth a trial by those who have been annoyed 
by this pest. 

To dam up a ravine down which In Summer time a fine, cool 
stream runs seems to many the most leasable way of making a 
pond, or series of ponds, but the Spring and Fall rains and melt¬ 
ing snows will convert the rill Into a miniature mountain torrent 
before which screens of wire cloth or lath would not stand a mo- 
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ment, even If the dam Itself was not cut away and Its Inhabitants 
swept Into a neighboring stream or left to perish on the meadows 
below. 

It is a very difficult matter to give full and explicit directions 
for locating and laying out ponds, by letter, wheu diagrams and 
elevations are sent showing all the points that have suggested 
themselves to the owner of the prospective Hshery, aud it is of 
course impossible in a newspaper article to give rules that will be 
applicable to all, or even many places, therefore we will try and 
point out such things as are to be avoided which nmy occur to us 
at present writing, like the above remarks oil dams, and would 
suggest to those who have no knowledge of the subject who Intend 
establishing fish ponds that they will find it much to their advan¬ 
tage to have an expert look over their place, or lay out their ponds 
for them, by which means they may avoid many expensive mis¬ 
takes. After he lias once even seen the place he knows the lay of 
the laud, nature of the soil, and can give au Intelligent opinion 
on tilings, that he will fall to understand from a written descrip¬ 
tion, no matter how good It Is, and Ills experienced eye might, de¬ 
cide at a glanee that there was a much better location for the 
ponds or hatching house than the one which he would have had 
chosen by letter. 

If a stream comes down a gully or ravine and a suitable place 
for a low, broad dam is found, not to make a pond of however, 
but simply to be used as a feeder, aud by making an aperture on 
one side of the dam lead the stream off on the side of the hill to 
a suitable place for the first pond; In this way the water Is kept at 
an elevation and can fall luto the pond; thus giving the water a 
greater life-sustaining power. The opening in the dam should 
only be large enough to take all the water 111 the dryest time, for 
It is on tills basis that all calculations of the supply must rest. As 
the strength of a chain is its weakest link, so the capacity of a 
trout stream is its lowest volume, which usually occurs In the 
hottest weather, when the water has its least trout-sustaining 
power. _ 

Trnnting in Otago. 


Until quite recently sporting iu New Zealand was coutiued to 
horse racing or shooting wild ducks and kaka6; but through the 
success aud quiet perseverance of some of our acclimatisation so¬ 
cieties, we can now eujoy angliog for trout, pheasant shooting and 
coursing hares. The former of these sports alone has had me for 
a devotee since I was ten years of age, and in later years the 
kindred 6ports also of sea trout and salmon fishing in the rivers 
and lakes of Scotland may be Included. When a holiday occurs 
with us in Otago, we betake ourselves right loyally to the 
various pastimes which suit our idiosyneracies. Thus 1 generally 
during the fishing season, on such an occasion, find myself, with 
another kiudred spirit, plying our skill with the rod on the banka 
of the Lee stream. So far, indeed, 1 would remark here, am I 
from feeling angling to be “that solitary vice,” which Byron calls 
It In his ignorance that I find such a companion as I allude to adds 
all the zest lu the world to my own enjoyment of it. 

Our season begins iu October and ends in March, and I propose 
to give a short account of my first, day’s sport in October, 1877, 
and of one other occasion in November, when I had not such 
good sport as my friend—when, in fact, I must own he beat me. 
Monday afternoon, October 23, 1877. found me then traveling 
West by the last train to Outram,weather looking bad over Maun- 
gatau. Arrived at Outram about 6 p. in., I got into Mrs. Snow’s 
eoaeh, or open express, which plies between this station aud the 
Lee; and being joined by another angler whom I did not then know, 
we started on our seven miles of rough road. By this time it had 
begun to snow, and we got a “benefit” right in our faces before 
we got over the hills to our destination, the Carrier's Arms, Lee 
stream. Here a rough but plentiful repast restored our feelings to 
something like their natural stale. A good fire, too, burnt in the 
grate in the sitting-room, for the night was bitterly cold, and two 
other anglers, whom we found snugly planted by this fire, helped 
to cheer us up after the buffeting we had suffered at the hands of 
the elements. These gentlemen I knew (both good fishers), so 
after our supper we drew in our seats to the “fugle neuk,” and 
fraternised. A general smoke, congratulations, a general jarn— 
some awful yarns—hopes for the morrow, and a nightcap of hot 
water, sugar, and whisky, topped by the pipe' of peace, filled in a 
Very enjoyable evening of anticipation. Early morn found us all 
astir, looking queer but terribly knowiug. The stream ruus close 
past the Carriers’ Arras, or “Snow’s,’’ as we call It for brevity, 
and it was hi fine trim. But a coating of snow lay all over the 
face of the country, and it had been freezing 1 This was quite 
euough to make us look queer, but the suu was shining brightly, 
and by 11 o’clock the suow had all disappeared, and a strong 
north-west wind had set in to blow. 

By this time we had been fishing for an hour—that is, one of 

my acquaintances, whom 1 shall call C-, and myself down 

stream, he preceding me by agreement with fly, and I following 
with small artificial minnow. As we worked on in this way, the 
water being in fine order, of a porter color, and not too much of 
it, we got over one or two bluffs, but could not run right against 

anything like easy taking. C-I saw catch one or two trout 

of about one pound weight each, but as yet I was “clean.” I 
had approached within about 60 yards of him, and was casting 
my minnow as carefully as I could into some likely ripples on the 
far side of the 6tream, ivheu I felt a good trout take the min¬ 
now. He was lively, and so soon aB I had him well in hand I 

called out to C-to come and net him for me. This was soon 

done, and a fine trout, two and a quarter pounds, lay on the 
grass. We were soon at it again, like true disciples of old Isaac 
Walton, and threshed away till we reached the hedge-pool, which 

C-fished carefully with fly, but without any result. Therc- 

upou I tried it with minnow, and at the second or third cast bang 
came a trout! “Hold on!” was the word, for it was strong and 
fought well, but all to no purpose, for It got gradually tired out, 

and then the net, gently dipped under It by C-, brought It also 

to bank. A very fine female trout of two and a half pounds 
weight! This was cheerful, so we had an'‘observation,” as the 
author of the Uiyhland Drovers would say, and then resumed 
fishing. About a mile further on we came to the George, where 
we resolved to turn. Here there Is a flue deep pool, where large 
fish lie; Its banka are fringed with grass and tutu bushes. Very 

soon, casting at the top of this pool, C-got fast to a large 

trout, which showed strength and liveliness, running about and 
pulling prettv hard. I was beside him in a few minutes, laid 
down ray rod, and got ready the landing-net. When he was 
played out and rolled over on his side, he was brought gently 
toward the side, where I netted him—a good, well-conditioned 
male trout, three and a half poundB In weight. It was now time 
for lunch, which wc ate sitting on the grass, opposite the scene 
of this capture. Wc smoked and yarned; then I took off the 
minnow and put on a fly c»Bt. In starting to return I took a cast 
or two in the same pool, when I Baw a something weighty taking 
ray tall-fly quietly under the water. I struck and found a heavy 
fish was on, which, after pulling very hard and making some good 
runs, I managed to exhaust at last, and when Its broadside ap¬ 
peared, C-netted it In good style—a female, four and a half 

pounds weight. This wag fair work for the first of the season, 
but a few small trout, half to three quarters of a pound, were all 
we bagged during the remainder of the day. I was satisfied, my 
total take being eight trout, weighing twelve pounds. 


The other occasion I have referred lo was the 30th of the fol¬ 
lowing month. There being a holiday in town, my friend M-— 
Btid Ffished the George for two days. The Lee at this time was 

low and clear. We fished, M-with grasshopper, I with various 

lures. I got four trout, gross weight 8$lb., the largest belug a 
male (61b?), but not in very good condition. M-—— killed seveu 
trout, from Ub. to 41b. 5oz., some of them being beautiful fish 
about 21b. weight. In catching his largest, there was some lively 
sport. Fishing a little before me, up the stream, I heard my friend 
sing out, “I’ve got a boomer!" And boomer It soon proved; 
for, after some powerful rushes around the pool where hooked, It 
took down stream, tumbling through the rapids, Its broad silvery 
sides gleaming in the sunlight. After it us well ub he could, and 
stumbling through the water, M-held on manfully, and fol¬ 

lowed to where It planted, right opposite me, under a sunken 
rock, in a deep, hlack pool confined between precipices. Here was a 
fix, for, if It started further down stream traveling, then farewell to 
thlB big trout. I scaled the cliffs behind me, descended again to the 
water a little higher up, forded the stream, and joined my anxious 
friend. “I’m afraid lie’s gone. I can't tell where he Is; the hook 
seems fast to the rock." “Never fear,’’ I said, at the same time 
being very afraid. I with difficulty got out ou the top of several 
rocks under water, and reached the one, when getting the line lu 
one hand, 1 traced it down and found It on the safe sld . So, 
after a deal of poking with the handle of my net, I managed to 

start this game fish, which made one rush toward M-’s very 

feet, then up stream ugatn, tearing through the rapids. Half 
way up—"Ah! It rests—getting fagged. No! on again," like a 
salmon clearing the flood, and back into Its native pool, “Cautious 
now, firm and gently, he’ll soon be exhausted;” there—the broad 
side gives the proper roll over, the mouth opens. “Bring him 
Bteady to me. Right! I have him.’’ In the net, and out on the 
bank at last. But not a “him" after all!—a lovely female trout, 
fat, and in prime condition. Weight, 41b. 5oz .—The Australasian. 


Shipments op Oysters to England. —Although American 
oysters have been shipped to England at Intervals for the past 
twenty-five years, it is only within the last three years that It 
has assumed’ the character of a regular busluess. About that 
time Messrs. H. Sannton & Co., 16 Mark Lane, London, proprie¬ 
tors of the Queeusboro oyster fisheries In the Duchy of Kent, 
England, advertised in American paperB for consignments of 
oysters, and a regular trade followed. Mr. Dorlon, of the firm 
Dorlon & Shafer, Fulton Market, send weekly eight hundred bar¬ 
rels, while the shipments of other exporters swell the weekly 
amount to from 1,200 to 1,500 barrels. The Christmas supply 
was sent from New York on Dec. 7, and amounted to 2,588 bar¬ 
rels, but the business has been overdone this year, aud yielded 
little or no profit; some of the shipments bringing less than they 
could have been sold for at home. Owing io a difference lu 
national tastes, the American oysters are considered by English 
palates to lack flavor, while to Americans the English oyster has 
too much of that quality, Is, In fact, too strong, and lacks delicacy. 
The greatest proportion of American oysters sent over, however, 
are the large Norfolk oysters, which do really lack flavor and are 
used In New York for cooking. The famous Eogllsh “natives" 
are small and in all respects like our own “Blue Points” but to 
our Yankee palate are a trifle too strong and have a coppery 
twang, while some of the Scotch and Dutch oysters are simply 
abominable. 

Taste Is so dependent upon early education as to be only sepa¬ 
rable from It In persons whose after life becomes somewhat cos¬ 
mopolitan, and even then one likes the things to which use has 
accustomed him. It Is related of George the Fourth that he com¬ 
plained that be could never get as good oysters In London as he 
did In Hanover, that they “lacked flavor,” and hie steward, after 
considering that the London oysters were fresh, while Hanover 
was some distance from the sea In those ante-railway days, hit 
upon the expedient of keeping some "natives” for him until they 
got stale, whereupon His Majesty complimented him upon the ex¬ 
cellent quality of his oysters, declaring that “they were really as 
floe as those In Hanover.” Deyustibus, etc. 

The Nevada Fish Hatchbuv.— We paid a vlsitto Hon. Hubb. 
Parker’s fish hatchery yesterday. In his thirty-two hatching 
boxes he has no less than 200,000 very lively little salmon. The 
eggs were brought from the McCloud River in October, and 
these spawn, hatched from time to time since then, are now 
nearly far euough advanced to be transferred to the waters of the 
Truckee and the Walker, for which streams they are destined. 
(The theory is that they will, when big enough and sufficiently 
advanced toward the age of discretion, select, for their respective 
homes the waters of Pyramid and Walker Lakes) A salmon 
attaiuB the egg-laying age at four years. Until they begin to 
spawn, of course they will not run up the stream; and until they 
begin to run, they are neither caught nor calcbable. In a fort¬ 
night or such a matter Mr. Parker will lake his little fish and 
place them in their final homes. These spawn, while in the 
hatching boxes, are fed on the clot or clabber of sour milk; and 
they seem to thrive wonderfully. Mr. Parker says that the per¬ 
centage of Sixths among his brood Is less than In any hatchery lu 
the country. Only two or three a day are found dead. This Is a 
very light mortality, attesting the purity of the water, the excel¬ 
lent cure the fish have received and the superiority of this method 
of raising food fishes. If this experiment Is as great a success as 
everything seems to warrant, Nevada salmon will be In the 
market within the next five years. Mr. Parker deserves great 
credit for the manner In which he has conducted the affairs of his 
office. The appropriation amounts to $1,600 only; of this he has 
expended but about $600. In the meantime he has stocked sev¬ 
eral of our streams and rivers with excellent fish, and Is on the 
way to confer a yet greater blessing upon our people. He is the 
right fisherman in the right place, sure.— Carson City (A'ev.) 
Morning Appeal. _*_ 

Fish Poisoned on the Florida Coast. —The extraordinary 
phenomenon displayed on the Florida coast by which not only the 
coast waters, but as far out as 150 miles Into the Gulf, have been 
rendered ao poisonous as to kill the fish and create a pestilential 
steuch In bays and harbors, where the floating carcaBseB collect, 
should receive a thorough Investigation. We have seen no other 
explanation of the poisoning than that It comes from Inland 
waters—the Everglades prominently—and penetrates the Gulf in 
strata of dark, reddish water, which kills all the surface fish as 
soon as It reaches them, and even far beyond any apparent con¬ 
tact. This polsonouB outflow Is stated to have been nearly fatal 
to the fish trade between Florida and Havana—the smacks find¬ 
ing It almost Impossible to select a route lu which the flBh lu their 
wells are not destroyed by the poiBon. The Key West Key Bays: 
“The smack George Stores, Capt. Zeb Allen, attempted to run to 
the westward In hopes of escaping the deadly waters, and wheu 
fifty miles west of Tortugas, in twenty-five fathoms of water, lost 
its whole fare of fish In a very short time. He describes the 
poisoned water to the south and west of him as far aB he could 
sec. The largest fish, such as shark, jewflsh and turtle, were 
floating arouud his vessel. He pointed his vessel eastward, and 
entered our port on Tuesday last, almost disgusted.” Fifty miles 
west of the Tortugas would make the locality indicated 150 west 
of Cape Florida, and not very far from mid-Gulf, a reach of shore- 
poisoning unexampled and almost Incredible.— Macon (O*. 
Telegraph.

How Eels are Caught tN Maine. —Frank E. Dyer, of Belfast, 
now at South Deer Isle In charge of an eel-fishing establishment, 
writes some particulars concerning the business. The fish are 
sent fresh to New York markets. At South Deer Isle there are 
two large ponds, three miles Inland, which are connected Ayith a 
creek by small running streams. In the Autumn the fish run up 
through these streams Into the ponds, where they pass the Win¬ 
ter Imbedded in the mud. The run begins the first of September 
and ends the last of October. In order to capture them traps are 
made and placed In the streams through which the eels pass. 
These traps are wooden boxes ten feet long, four feet wide and 
two feet deep, with ends made of wire netting. The end In which 
the fish enter Is constructed after the style of the lobster pot, so 
that wbeu a fish enters It canuot easily get out. To make the 
fish enter the trap a dam Is built across the stream, the only 
opening being the mouth of the trap. Some will not enter, but 
will bore a hole underneath the dam. This is the fisherman's 
greatest annoyance, having more or less of these holes to close 
every day. The fish only travel in the night time; not one is to 
beseen after daylight. They prefer dark, stormy weather, and 
on such nights as high as ten barrels are taken from the traps. 
At high water the fisherman visits his traps in a dory and dips out 
the catch, which is taken to floating cars In the creek, where the 
fish are kept alive until wanted. This company has now sixty 
barrels or 15,000 pounds of the tish. After the weather becomes 
freezing cold the catch is prepared for market. The skin is 
stripped off and the fish laid straight on a hoard, where it freezes. 
They are then packed In boxes and shipped, and often bring from 
fifteen to twenty cents per pound. 

How to Cook Ked Snaffehs. —The only novelty at present in 
the New York markets are red snappers,which are caught, so far as 
is known at present, only on the East coast of Florida and in the 
Gulf of Mexico. This fish has been sold Iu the new York mar¬ 
kets for some years, but Is not yet as popular as it deserves to be. 
It Is red in color, weighs from four to twenty pounds, has the 
shape of the fish know n as the sheepshead, and its flavor partakes 
of that of the sheepshead and the striped bass. It was first de¬ 
scribed during the Summer of 1878 by Prof. G. Brown Goode and 
Dr. T. H. Bean, of the United States Fish Commission, and the 
name given to it by them is LutJmus bhidcfordii. Those who have 
eaten the fish, when properly cooked, say that it Is excellent. 
Following is a receipt for Its cooking, with Madeira wine sauce, 
furnished by Mr. Blackford of Fulton market: 

“Drees the fish and lay It In a dripping pan with vegetables as 
follows, cut In small pieces: one small turnip, half a small carrot, 
one onion, two bay leaves, two sprigs each of thyme and parsley, 
and six cloves. Score the upper side of the fish, and lay strips of 
pork in the cuts and season with salt and pepper. Pour half a 
pint of water in the pan, and bake about fifteen minutes to each 
pound. When the fish is done take It up unbroken on a platter, 
and keep it warm while the sauce is made by putting enough 
water In the pan to make half a pint, then strain the sauce through 
a sieve, run the vegetables through with a potato masher, thicken 
it to the desired consistency with Hour, season It with salt and 
pepper and one gill of wine, and serve with the fiBh, garnished 
with parsley." 

Distribution ok California Salmon and Whitefism. —In 
additiou to the distribution of eggs to the different state and 
private hatcheries, the U. S. Fish Commission have had many 
hatched and sent to those states having no commissions. From 
the hatchery of Mr. F. N. Clark, at Northville. Mich., there have 
been made the following shipments of fry: To Arkansas, three 
deposits, as follows—Arkadclphla, Benton, Little Rock, and 
Newport, 5,000 each; Peirce City, Mo., 10,000; while the states 
of Mississippi and Louisiana have each received a quantity for 
their streams. 

Our informant recently visited Mr. Clark's establishment, aud 
says that his two million of whlteflsh eggs are looking in the 
finest possible condition. Some of the latter are for the govern¬ 
ment, and 500,000 were recently sent to Colorado. He also keeps 
a stock on hand for supplying private persons who may wish to 
obtain this valuable food fish. 

New Varieties of Carp for Prof. Baird.— We hear that Mr. 
Eckart will seud 100 three-year old carp to Prof. Baird, the U. 
8 . Fish Commissioner, about the last of December or the begin- 
ing of January. These carp will be of the varieties known as 
leather, mirror and noble carp [leder, splegel and edelkarpfen]. 
This deserving chief of the North American fishery department 
has done a great deal for the introduction of our carp in his 
country. The transport mentioned is In care of Dr. Flnsch, of 
Bremen, who goes to America in execution of a commission.— 
Fiecherti Ziitung. 

Small Fry. 

—Oyster culture in France has been productive of gooii results 
during the past year according to the Manager de /’ark. 

—Shark’s skin now serves for Parisian purses, and was thought 
particularly appropriate for innkeepers, etc., during the exposi¬ 
tion. . 

—Austria has now moved in the matter of a fishcultural as¬ 
sociation. The Fisher Club at Lint* has sent In a petition to the 
government asking for an appropriation for this purpose. Vienna 
will be the headquarters. 

—The Gloucester fishermen follow a perilous business. The 
report for the past year shows a loss of thirty-five IIvcb and eight 
vessels, which Is below the average, the figures of 1878 being 213 
lives and twenty-seven vessels. 

—Dr. Jobert is about to return to France after having explored 
the Amazon with reference to its natural history, and more es¬ 
pecially Its ichthyology. Ho claims to have fully cleared up all 
doubts respecting the curare with which the Indians poison their 
arrows. 

—A bill has been introduced Into Congress providing for the 
erection of a fire-proof building for a national museum In connec¬ 
tion with the Smithsonian. This la very much needed in order 
to properly preserve the accumulations of valuable material which 
is liable to be destroyed If packed away out of sight. We hope 
that the bill will be passed. 

—In 1863, Scotland, Ireland aud Wales, a territory not larger 
than the New England states, furnished to the London market 
alone, 3,712,016 pounds of salmon. The fishing rental of the 
Tay, in 1852, was less than *40,000; In 1864 it had risen to 
*72,600. This is more the result of protection than anything 
else. In our free-fishing country, what river would rent for 
seventy-two thousand dollars? 

—While Eastern oysters planted In California waters have 
grown fatter and larger, they have not been known to increase in 
number, but the San Francisco Alta says that recently, on the 
Alameda shore, up In a creek,where the spat had been carried for 
miles on the tide, has been found a bed of Eastern oysters as 
large as those temptingly displayed In the markets and at the 
saloons. The discovery was made while digging for clams, and 
the find caused great rejoicing, as a little prospecting revealed a 
large bed of the bivalves. 


THE CHICAGO FIELD 

—We have always maintained that the only proper plfcee for a 
fishway was above the dam, so that its lower end wkb on a Hue 
with the water-fall. The one at Columbia, Lancaster Co., Pa., 
on the Suequehana river, Is so built, and we are Informed that 
shad have ascended It. 

—It Is the custom of the Fish commissioners of the different 
states to give, on the last pages of their reports, a list of the 
commissioners and their addresses, of all states having fish com¬ 
missions, and we respectfully suggest that they cuuld greatly 
improve them by h&viDg them correct. It would seem odd, at 
first, but they would get used to It. 

—Bertram, in his “Harvest of the Sea,” when describing two 
British fishes, the “vendace” and the “pollan,” is right In class¬ 
ing them 06 Coregool, but wrong in describing them as land¬ 
locked herring. He should have known that the Coregonus is a 
genus of the Salmonidae, and not of the Clupeidae. On our 
Great Lakes, the same error is observed, among not only fisher¬ 
men, but fish culturista also, in calling one of the Coregoni a 
“lake-herring.” 

—The march of improvement issbown In the fact that the tele¬ 
phone has been extended to Mr. Blackford’s office In Fulton Mar¬ 
ket, New York, and he is uow in vocal communication with the 
leading hotels, steamboat and steamship lines, from whom he 
gets his orders daily, and if his turtles could speak we would 
think that the day had arrived when their voices might also be 
heard In the land. He has always dealt in telenets, and as for 
Meocephali, his slabs have groaned with their weight, and now the 
telephone tells him where to send them. 

—In a private letter from England, a friend informs us that the 
black-bass, which have been introduced there from tills country, 
arc the “big-mouth,” to the “best of his knowledge and belief." 
If thl6 Is true, we are sorry, for they will not give anglers the 
pleasure that the “small mouth” will. The latter is I he hardest 
fighter of his weight that we know of. We do not know where, 
nor of whom, the fish referred to were obtained, and therefore 
have no opiniou on the subject. Who knowB? 

—New York papers say that: “Mrs. Matsell, who resides on 
Monroe stree, Hoboken, purchased some fish from a vender. Two 
of the fish were cooked and the woman’s children sat down to eat 
them. They disliked the taste. The fish were examined and 
were found to have been poisoned by minute water suakes. In 
the fish that had not been cooked, the snakes were alive.’’ Now 
as the flesh of water snakes, or of any snake for that matter, is 
not poisonous, wc do not see our way clear to believing it. We 
do not doubt but what suakes are as good eating as many other 
thingB, but this is a world of superstition aud prejudice. 

—The United States treasurer has paid England for all the fish 
on the Banks of Newfoundland, which is well enough, but the 
fish have not yet been notified of the fact, aud may be embar¬ 
rassed when they see the luscious bait dangling In the water as to 
whether it is an Englishman or an American who is waiting for 
a nibble. It is no more thau courteous to give them the proper 
information, aud we suggest to the Secretary of State that the 
words of Hood, slightly altered, contain the necessary advice; 

To tell tbc fish- he need not speak, 

Although his voice is line; 

He’ll find the most convenient way 
Will be to drop a boo. 

—It is gravely recorded in the Filth Annual Report Commis¬ 
sioners on Fisheries, Mass. 1871, that Dr. E. L. Sturtevaut In¬ 
vestigated the appetites and growth ol the pike in this manner: 
“He put two young pickerel (JSsox), about five inches long, iu a 
trough with a great quantity of little minnows ( ajprinoidx ), of 
about one inchin length; and these two pickerel ate 128 minnows 
the first day, 132 the second, and 150 the third! and they In¬ 
creased one iwli in length in furly-cighl hours!” The italics are 
ours but the exclamation points are original, yet when combined 
they fail, are inadequate to express exactly our admiration of the 
wondrous ways of nature,who adds one-fifth to a pickerel's length 
In forty-eight hours, at which ratio he would he three feet loDg 
before his egg shell had decayed. We never knew before that 
they grew so fast.

Parasites of the Dog.

Parasitism Is one of the most interesting us well as one of the 
niost extensive ami most important subjects that engage our 
attention. The whole animate world is a mass of parasitism; 
everything to a greater or less extent lives off something else; 
no animal is exempt; be he either large or small, he 
is annoyed by a parasite that lives aud has his being by 
sucking the life-blood from his veins, and protects himself 
from the extremes of the weather, if he is an external parasite, 
by either hiding among the hair that covers the body or burrow¬ 
ing in the skin of the host, often causing a great amount of In¬ 
convenience, annoyance, poverty, disease and oftentimes death. 

If the parasite is an internal one there Is no end to the harm 
he may do to the host till death terminates his existence. On 
account of the exceeding frequency of internal parasites of the 
dog and the great amount of harm they may do, and the great 
loss they cause to the owners of dogs, we are prompted to pen 
these few lines, with the hope that we may render some assist¬ 
ance to them and alleviate the sufferings of some of our 
favorites. 

The most commou Internal parasite of dogs in this country, 
and the one that does the most harm to the host, is the lumhricoidy 
or long round worm, of which there are eight or nine different 
forms, but the most common form met with is the margined 
round worm ( Atcari* marginal a ), bo called from the spines in the 
form of a margin around the head, probably being identical with 
the moustached worm of the cat {Ancurix myntfix). When full 
grown the males measure from two to three inches In length and 
the females from four to six Inches; are cylindrical, measuring 
from a sixteenth to an eighth of an Inch In diameter; are pinkish 
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white, nearly tlesh colored, and Inhabit the small Intestines, but 
frequently wander back into the large ones and are occasionally 
axpelled with the fences, aud forward into the stomach, often 
making t.belr way right along up the oesophagus and lodge In the 
nasal chambers or fall into the larynx, which accounts for their 
being fouud sometimes In the trachea and bronchial tubes, causing 
violent fits of cougblug aud sometimes strangulation. When 
they get into the stomach in any quantity they are vomitted up 
on account ol the Irritation there produced Being located In 
the small Intestines near the stomach and usually In eonslderatilc 
numbers, they take up the most nutritious purt of the food taken 
by the dog, and they get It In the richest, sweetest, most digest! 
hie state In the form of a beautiful emulsion, called chyle, after 
the food has been acted upon by the salivary, gastric, biliary 
and pancreatic Juices and is all nicely fixed by nature for absorp¬ 
tion into the system. 

The percentage of dogs harboring these worms differs iu different 
localities, varying from twenty toseventy per cent. Each female 
worm contains a great many eggs, some of which are expelled 
with the fit'ces ami are carried by flicB and other insects and 
dropped here and there, and are eaten by other dogs with their 
food, effecting the propagation and spread of the species often¬ 
times In a very rapid manner. 

The symptoms that characterize the presence of intestinal 
worms sre mostly the same for all the different species and arc 
those of irregular intestinal actions sometimes constipation and 
sometimes dlarrhica; irregular appetite, usually voracious hut 
sometimes Done at all; no6e sometimes hot and dry aud some¬ 
times moist and cool; breath is often betid; tongue furred; teeth 
covered with tartar; listlessness; lothness to go out into the cold 
preferring to 6tay by the stove; colicky pains: nausea; syrupa 
thetle cougli witli an effort to raise something from file throat 
after each coughing turn; staring, coarse, rough, dry coat; an cn 
larged, sagging belly which la ofteu distended by gas so as to tie 
quite drum-like; emaciation; nervousness and irritability; and 
the more uncommon symptoms, but those that are occasionally 
seen, are fits, chorea, paralysis and sometimes death. 

The treatment consists iu administering vermifuges of which 
there are a great variety; but the most effectual and safest for 
the worm under consideration is santonins followed by castor oil. 
It may be given in doses of half a grain to one and a half grains 
to puppies two months old and under, and as much as three to 
five grains may be given to adult dogs. It is best given with a 
a little sugar iu a tablespoonful of milk and followed in two or 
three hours by a small dose of oil with cither a little olive oil or 
ginger added to prevent griping. Thi6 may be repeated once 
a day for two or three days, letting the dog fast for six or eight 
hours before giving it. Overcome any prostration that may fol- 
low, by giving tonics, either vegetable or mineral, and feed on 
nourishing, easily digested food. 

Arena nulls a very good remedy for tapeworm, and is useful 
for this worm by^ virtue of the vomltion which it causes in 
most cases, thereby ridding the stomach of any that may be there; 
but further thau that it has little or no action on round worms. 

Calomel is sometimes useful but Its action is 60 varied and the 
effects sometimes so 6erious t hat we cannot recommend It. Pow¬ 
dered tin and glass—favorite remedies with some people, espe¬ 
cially the latter—*act in a purely mechanical manner and unless 
thoroughly well prepared are very dangerous therefore we would 
advise dog owners to eschew them, and cowhage—a purgative by 
virtue of Its irritating mechanical action—Is also to be avoided. 

Preventive measures may be taken by giving dogs kept iu 
cities onions, garlic, free access to the coal bin, ash box and earth, 
of which they will usually cat considerable. The kennel should 
be kept clean by frequently washing it witli very hot water and 
sprinkling with solution of carbolic acid. 

The other and less common Internal parasites that, infest the 
dog wc will endeavor to treat upon in another issue, though we 
will state in this connection that the supposed parasite called the 
maw worm, instead of being a distinct species, is nothing more 
nor less than detached segments of tapeworm, and of themselves 
do the dog no harm. These segments have been mistaken for 
Aacaris vermiru!aiin. a common round worm iu the human sub¬ 
ject but never found in the dog.

Turk as a Retriever. 

Lyon’s Farm, N. J. 

Editor Chicago Field:— As the subject of retrieving Injuring 
nose In dogs is now open fur discussion, I wish to add iny ex¬ 
perience. It Is now about thirty-live years since I commenced 
shooting over dogs, and during that time have never had a dog 
that did not retrieve, and as far as I can perceive none were ever 
lujured, but rather benefited by so doing. 

For nearly thirty years I have shot with and over the dogs ot a 
neighbor—I. B.—one of the best shots and the hest man in the 
field I ever saw, although now nearly seventy years of age, I know 
of none equal to him in endurance or ability; the most indefatiga¬ 
ble, persevering and persistent worker I ever met. A few days 
since my friend called to see me, and I read to him Miss “ Ellen 
Alice’s” letter In the Chicago Field, and he made the following 
reply: 

"I have shots birds over dogs for over fifty years, and I think 
I have had none that did not retrieve, and have invariably had 
the best and staunchest of dogs; in fact, whenever shooting in 
company, my dogs never suffered in comparison. My experience 
is directly opposite to that of “Dear P.,” mentioned by the lady. 
I really believe it benefits a dog to retrieve; it induces him to 
search closer and find hiB birds better. I have shot a great deal 
over many dogs; have had dogs frequently point with wounded 
or dead birds in their mouths; and have had one dog catch birds, 
frequently alive, and several times point, with the live bird unin 
jured fluttering in his mouth; and have never doubted my dogs 
were benefited by retrieving.’’ 

Such were my friend's remarks, and 1 agreed with him. Wc 
talked over the performances of our dogs, and among the many 
Turk (or Old Turk, as he was called from his youth up) stood 
out most prominently, he being the one referred to above as 
catching the live birds. This dog, Old Turk, was a remarkably 
well-bred, finely built, fast, courageous, setter dog, much scarred 
about the head aud shoulders from his many battles, ready to 
fight any dog that Interfered with him, paying no attention to 
any other dog in the field, but fastening immediately upon any 
other dog passing him upon his point, and never letting him 
escape without a sound thrashing. When at home he could 
never be unfastened without running off, frequently being gone 
from two to six days, and always came home much bruised and 
cut up. He was much sought after as a sire, and was bred to 
many fine bitches, but all his progeny proved worthless. 

Old Turk was remarkably staunch, but when ordered to flush 
Invariably did It with a rush at the speed of a race horse, some¬ 
times making as many as four points and as many fitful rushes 
before putting the birds up, and as the birds rose grasping one in 
his mouth, bringing it alive to his master. Many times we have 
been disappointed of our shot by Turk catching the bird. 1 saw 
this happen twice In one day.

By allowing puppies to chase they become thoroughly 
infatuated with hunting, and eagerness for finding game is de¬ 
veloped. They, moreover, acquire speed and dash, which lends 
the greater charm to a good dog, and which are not incompati¬ 
ble with staunchness. It is easy to make a dog staunch, and 
he Is the stauncher for having been forced to It—just on the same 
principle that a ilog which has been forced to retrieve Is always a 
better and more reliable retriever than the one which is what is 
usually termed "a natural retriever," one which has taken to it 
without having b en taught. When a dog understands that what 
he does is for his owner’s pleasure he does It better than when 
he does it simply for his own pleasuro. In the former Instance 
he knows it Is expected of him, and punishment Is the result of 
not doing it. In the latter Instance, having had only biruself to 
please, he recognizes no other obligation but his ow n pleasure, 
and therefore when not feeling like doing it, be, to use a slang 
phrase, “goes back on bis owner," and often at the very time 
that the offense Is most annoying. Let your puppies chase, Black 
Ned; you can easily bring them down when you want to; far 
more easily than you can put vim and dash into them.— Ed.]

My 6core is In my possession, and 
will be published if the public wishes to see It; but let it be dis¬ 
tinctly understood, Mr. Editor, that the mutilated score fur¬ 
nished by Mr. Davidson, and published by “Shamrock," Is not 
mine, as Mr. D. well knows, for it is already recorded In the 
Chicago Field and Forest wd Stream , over IiIb signature, that

THE MASSACHUSETTS CAME LAW. 

A few Issues since, we published the call of the Massachusetts 
Kennel Club, for a meeting in Boston, on the 18th ultimo, for 
the amending of the game law of Massachusetts, in order to make 
it more effective. It la over two years that we advanced the idea 
that bench shows and field trials would not only improve our dogs, 
but that they would do much toward the protection of game, 
inasmuch as they would create a greater interest iu dogs used in 
field sports, and men who owned dogs would value them more, 
and, therefore, necessarily take a greater interest in the pro¬ 
tection of game, that they might be the better able to enjoy the pos¬ 
session of them; and we think the results have shown that we were 
correct. It was, therefore, the proper course for the Massachu¬ 
setts Kennel Club, composed as it is of some of the best sportsmen, 
not only in Boston, but in Massachusetts, to take the Initiative steps 
towards making the game law of the elate more effective, and 
thereby encourage the propagation of game birds and restock¬ 
ing the grounds where once game was plentiful, and would he 
now, hut for the vicissitudes it has to contend against iu the pot 
hunter and snarer. It is our pleasure to note that the meeting 
promises to result beneficially, and we trust the club will receive 
the encouragement and support it deserves, from all classes, from 
those who are not sportsmen a 6 well as from sportsmeo. 

In the Boston Daily Advertiser, we find the following account of 
the meeting: 

“A meeting of sportsmeo and others interested in the consideration of 
the question of more effective game lawn for this commonwealth was 
held yesterday afternoon at Young’s Hole). The meeting was under 
the auspices of the Massachueetts Kennel Club, several members of 
which won- present, also representatives from the Tremont Shooting 
Clnb, the Nuttall Club, of Cambridge, the Quincy Club, the Marlbor¬ 
ough Club and other organizations, with several leading game deal¬ 
ers The assembly, numbering about fifty persons, was called to or¬ 
der by Mr. J Fotticr. Jr., who was subsequently made chairman, with 
George Mixter and Timothy T. Sawyer. Jr . as secretaries. 

"Upon assuming the chair Mr. Fottler said that our present game law 
did not meet the requirements of sportsmen. It is not what it purports 
to be. and is ineffective Sportsmen, as a class, desire something bet¬ 
ter, and the dealers, with but few exceptions, are willing not only to 
allow the passage of a more acceptable law. but have expressed them¬ 
selves ready to assist in its preparation, and in the ovont of its being 
placed upon the statute hooks, to aid in Its enforcement. Therefore, to 
accomplish the most good for the greatest number, the sportsmen 
s bon Id endeavor to complete a new draft for a bill to he presented to 
the next legislature with as much harmony and unanimity as possible. 

"It Is needless, almost, to speak of the weak points in our existing 
game laws. It is sufficient to state that they are regarded by but a 
small minority of the sportsmen and dealers in this slate. The con¬ 
struction of the law does not offer much, if any, encouragement to any 
ODe to prosecute offenders, and thus onr game is ruthlessly slaughtered 
in season and out; nor can individual sportsmen or clubs see any bene¬ 
fit to be obtained by attempting to restock our covers with game.which 
most clubs sud many iudtviduale are auxioue to do when proper laws 
are made to protect them. 

Without an absolutely close season we caunot hope to accomplish 
the end we seek. Many club® promise. In the eveut of the enactment 
of more effective laws, to place in conspicuous Dlaces numerous post¬ 
ers with printed extracts from the law. and to offer, in connection with 
the same, liberal rewards for Information that will lead to the convic¬ 
tion of offenders. Bat we must work uuderutandingly in this matter. 
We must closely scrutinize each point as we go, ana consider what lo 
demand and what we can afford to yield. 

The chair has received numerous letters from various sections of the 
State, expressing sympathy with the cause we represent; also letters 
from members of clubs in New York city asking that we attempt to 
stop the sale of all game out of season. The time has hardly come for 
such an undertaking, but having, to-day, bad a conference with one of 
the most influential game dealers, and finding him willing to make large 
concessions, the chair would predict an easy passage for our bill if 
drawn with proper judgment. 

The chairman then read the bill which it was proposed to present to 
the next Legislature. It Is the game law of 1877 with certain amend¬ 
ments. which except black-breasted plover, red-breasted sand piper, 
tnrnstone and winter yellow-lees. A new section was added, which 
prohibits the takine or killing of any birds on ibeir breeding grounds, 
except heron or bittern. Section 6 was amended so as to prohibit the 
setting of snares, and making the same a penal offense. 

The proposed bill provides for a positive close aeasoo, wherein pos¬ 
session convicts. There was some discussion of the several sections, 
and finally all were adopted with the amendments previously noticed. 
The following were appointed a committee to present the bill to the 
next Legislature: J. B. F. Thomas of Boston. William Brewster of 
Cambridge. M. C. Filch of Melrose. Edward Reed of South BoBton, 
U. R. Williams of Salem. W S. Perry of Worcester. 


Be Gentlemen. —A correspondent sends U 6 the account of a 
match, shot on the Cascade Gun Club’s grounds, New Berlin, Ill., 
between two shooters of that place, for a match of $50 and a 
trophy. The conditions were, that the winner, in order to re¬ 
ceive the stake money, must, in broad daylight, immediately after 
the match, convey said trophy from the grounds to the headquarters 
of the club, through the main street, without wrapping or cover 
of any kind, which he did. The trophy, it is needless to say, was 
such that no gentleman would be seen parading the streets with. 
We appreciate a joke as much as anyone, but we fall to see any fun 
or pleasure in that arising from the match our correspondent de¬ 
scribes. Sportsmen are supposed to behave as gentlemen should. 
He who brings adverse criticism on sportsmen by a public act so 
beneath a gentleman aa this was, is not a Bportsmao, in the true 
sense of the word. Does the individual who won the match, sup¬ 
pose by his public parade, that he elevated the tone of field sports 
in New Berlin l Does he suppose that the good opinion of the 
respectable portion of the community of sportsmen was enhanced 
by his act? We think not. What father or mother would not 
regret that a son should exhibit a taste for field sports, after wit¬ 
nessing such an exhibition? There Is sport and sport. Low 
sport Is degrading; true sport is elevating, and all lovers of true 
sport are Inherent gentlemen. 


The Detroit Show. —We understand that the entries in the 
Detroit dog show are quite equal in number and quality to the 
expectations of the managers. Every arrangement has been made 
for the comfort of both dogs and visitors, and as the hospitality 
of the sportsmen of Detroit is proverbial, there will doubtless be 
m large out-of-town attendance. 


An Outrage. —We must confess to having been more surprised 
than we can find words to express at receiving information that 
Mr. Hamilton S. Glttlngs a few days since at Dickson, Tenn., 
matched himself to kill eighty-five quails out of fifty double rises 
from ground traps, at eighteen yards rise, with a seven-pound 
muzzle-loading shot-gun; and not content with his butchery and 
slaughter when he had readied the eighty-five continued it until 
he had in cold blood killed ninety-seven. We have known Mr. 
GtttlngB for a long time, and until now supposed that he pos¬ 
sessed the elements of a sportsman. We are sorry to find that 
we are mistaken, and that Mr. Glttlngs, to gratify his vanity, and 
for a pecuniary consideration, engaged in the wanton slaughter 
of the birds, which we supposed he would have protected. No 
sportsman will so degrade the fraternity to which he professes to 
belong, and sacrifice his manhood, as to shoot quails from a trap. 
Only the game butcher and slaughterer will do it. Even the pot¬ 
hunter rises above an act so damnable and in which there iB not 
a particle of sport.

Ills tramp flattened feet, hardly lltting hia shoes, 

Kissed Jack Froet; hia honey combed nasal 

Likewise had a fit of the blues. 

With gun by his side he scarcely looked tame 
Rolling wads from an old Independent: 

His manner proclaimed him the same. 

At least so he appeared to Jack and me as he cutered the 
"oflice” of the Alpioe, a traveler’s home in the Adlrondacks, 
town of Minerva, N. Y. 

When we knew him a 6 Fred. Raymond, than whom there isn’t 
a better still-hunter, deer-stalker, trout-llsher and general guide 
In the mountains, we subscribed to "them fellers” and engaged 
him for a week's hunt. 

The people we met were like their surrouudlngs, rough and 
hardy, but generous and kind, rarely hearing of progress, and 
thinking of it vaguely as an unwelcome guest. The game law Is 
a bit of pleasantry to them, aud every day the mountain echoes 
wake to the voice of the hound pursuing his antlered quarry to 
lake or river where fancied safety is the snare to Inevitable 
death. 

“Black Ned’s” communication, In your Issue of Dec. 7, on the 
destruction of deer In the Adlrondacks, may savor a little of the 
study, but It is much too near the truth to be agreeable to Curia- 
cue Viryintanue. In the town where we were stopping, the game 
constable is also a guide, and he thought It not Inconsistent to 
offer the services of himself and hounds to induce the deer to 
hunt for our guns. 

Another person boasted of shooting sixteen pairs of ruffed 
grouse In three hours, on day after a snow-storm; and I'm sorry 
to record that the statement proved true. 1 could mention much 
more In the same strain, but this Is sufficient to show that the 
game law Is a dead letter; and It will be until sportsmen and 
their associations adequately remunerate proper persons for Its 
enforcement. 

The game we Bought were ruffed grouse aud woodcocks, and 
In bringing them to bag we added a few wrinkles to our experi¬ 
ence In fleld-craft; and I may record as wrinkle No. 1—ruffed 
grouse hunting the sphere of the potterer. 

In the west, where large spaces are hunted and the results 
counted by the score, a wide ranging dog of high head and pace Is 
a necessity, but with us who hunt in coverts for the Bhadow of 
sport, those very qualities, for obvious reasons, render him worth- 
less. Rarely does a dog establish his point by first winding the 
ruffed grouse, and therefore we demand a slow but very busy 
close-ranger that seekB eagerly for the foot-scent, aud finding, 
roads until the trail growing hot, he draws with cat-like stealth 
and catching the body-Bcent, the point Is established. I consid¬ 
ered my native Gordon a model, but my companions pointer dog 
Sam Is the most killing ruffed grouse dog It was ever my fortune 
to shoot over; and he owes his particular excellence to the Blze 
and conformation of a bull-terrier, and another obstacle to high 
pace, viz.; partial blindness. 

We had some red-letter days, notably the cloudless 25th of Oct 
We started about 9 a. m., for a piece of woodland on the borders 
of a clearing where we expected to find birds, for there being no 
beech-nuts this year the grouse left the big wood 6 for the vicinity 
of cultivated land. Dogs at heel, we were going up an acclivity 
covered with young poplar, and I had jaBt, reached a position of 
unstable equilibrium on top a log,when an exclamation from Jack 
caused me to turn and behold the dogs rigid; the next Instant I 
was startled by the thunder of wings on every side, but throwing 
up the gun in the blinding glare of the sun, I pulled on a passing 
shadow and heard some substance strike the earth on one side of 
the log as I struck shoulders first on the other. As I regained my 
feet and bagged the grouse, we heard the whistle of a woodcock 
which mv companion grassed, but not marking carefully, we 
walked up and called the setter to retrieve. He came bounding 
to our side aud Btopped. We moved on, he was stiff; again that 
whistle and flash of wings, to which Invitation I responded and 
beheld another pink breast upturned to the sun. Jack gathered 
the bird and came up smoothing Its feathers, but the setter still 
holding his point, was urged on by my foot, when lo! as he raised 
his paw a wounded cock fluttered from beneath It, being the 
bird my friend grassed. An hundred yards in front was the 
river, before reaching which Jack bagged two cocks and I shot 
one, which falling in the water, the setter plunged In, seized, and 
laid It with manifest pride and gratification at the feet of his 
master. 

As we stood on the brink of the river, about to cross on a jam 
of logs we heard the faintest whistle of wings and a noise as of 
a falling leaf. And n 0 w transpired something which caused us 
to respect the very shoe latchets of our guide. 8 a!d he, “Boys, 
hush! a woodcock’s just come In," and seating himself in the 
edge of the undergrowth, peered carefully around for a minute 
or two, then raising his old muzzle-loader, fired and disappeared, 
but In a moment returned with the game. Directly after we 
heard faintly the drumming of an old cock grouse. We obeyed 
his request to “Walt here till I git him,” and In ten minutes we 
heard the report of hts gun, and in five more he returned with 
the bird. 

After lunch, was impressed, Wrinkle No. 2, covert shooting not 
the sphere of the choke-bore. I was standing on the jam of 
logs before mentioned, my dog working up a thicket too dense 
for me, when presently a woodcock flushed and emerged from It, 
distant about five yards, and had probably gone three yards from 
me when 1 fired. The charge evidently went by him like a ball, 
for the wind of It turned him over, and in an Instant his wings 
almost brushed my face, and was re-entering the thicket, distant 
fifteen yards, when I gave him the scond barrel, literally tearing 
him to shreds. 

•Walking fast to overtake my companions, I heard the report of 
a gun, and “mark" which I did and pulled on an Incoming cock 
so effectually that barely enough came down to tell the story of 
hia thralldom. My companion also occasionally riddled bis game 
with a Wabley choke-bore, at one time nearly bisecting a grouse. 

Mr. Greener glories In hie “choke-bores tried on game In 
America,” but I hardly think he would consider as flattering our

Now is the Time.— Chicago, Ill.— »M!or Vlucago f "**.—I 
was much gratified while reading your welcome paper of the 14th, 
by finding a letter on the preservation of the game birds, as it 
seems like keeping the ball in motion, and at the same time en¬ 
dorsing the opinion I gave in your columns some time back, that 
the onlv way to success was the prohibition of its sale, and sup 
poBlng this taken in Its literal sense to be too hard on those de¬ 
pendent on the markets for their own supply, let a time be fixed, 
say till the middle of Nov. or the let of Dec. at that time ap 
pointing constables In every town and city, to see that the law Is 
carried out in all its force. This is the only way I can see of 
stopping trapping and netting, by putting a veto on the profit*. 

I fairly quake for the quails and grouse during this heavy snow, 
for their destruction will be a hundred to one, saying nothing 
of other contingencies. It seems lamentable that year after year 
should pass without any thing being done, and the birds disap¬ 
pearing by magic. Another evil ought to be taken Into consid¬ 
eration among sportsmen, that of going out in parties w th *be 
ostensible purpose of seeing which Bide can make the blgges 
bag, thereby making wild shots, crippling numbers, rendering 
them useless for breeding, if by chance they survived the Win¬ 
ter. This Is another poor way of taking care of game, and must 
astonish old shots of many years standing, who have made It 
their pride never to overstep the boundary laid down by 
loe rules and regulations. If men would only come to this de¬ 
cision, that "I Will only follow my dogs for the pleasure of seeing 
them work in good style, and limit myself to the killing sufficient 
for mv own table and to distribute among my non-shooting 
friends,” and then publish their sporting account* not their butch¬ 
ering, their letters would not only be read with pleaavire, bu 
would be settlDg a noble example which in a short time would 
be followed by many,who now say, "If I don’t be f,f° whTtmta 
off the game in the United States , somebody else will. Wbat mis¬ 
erable reasoning. If sportsmen of other countries who doot 
begin to have the facilities of preserving their game that we have 
were to adopt this plan, they would in a few years have as many 
blank fields to draw as we shall, and the contrary to this, la now 
in our power to obviate. Don’t wait for the time, when we 
shall seethe uselessness of imported dogs, bench shows and field 
trials. “Now being the accepted time.” u - 8 - 


Macon Notes.— Macon, Mo.—Editor Chicago Field:—We have 
had very little wild fowl shooting on the Charlton river this Fall, 
all the small lakes having dried up, but our disappointment in 
not having any duck shooting has been considerably lessened on 
account of the abundance of quails and pinnated grouse. Wild 
turkeys are tolerably plentiful in the Chariton hills, and som 
other localities not far from our seat of Justice. Our game laws 
seem to work very well on account of the provision that gives 
the informer one lialf the fine Imposed upon any violator. Net¬ 
ting and trapping is not allowed, and it is a violation of the law 
for our shops to have In their possession any game not showing 
shot-marks. Right here I will give “Topeka” (one of your cor¬ 
respondents from Topeka, Kansas, in last week’s Chicaoo Field) 
a little Instruction. It Is very eaBy to tell If quallB have been 
netted or trapped by feeling their heads. The top of their 
heads are generally mashed in by the thumb, if caught In a trap 
or net. We have a gun club here consisting of twenty-five active 
members, besides a number of honorary members. We Indulge 
in a glass ball shoot every month, for our club medal, which has 
so far changed bands at every Bhoot; most of the members are 
excellent game shots, and some eight or ten are good trap shot*. 
The Scott iS 8on breech-loader is our favorite gun. Our club has 
shot against five other clubs in north Missouri and came out flr B t 
best every time, and we attribute our success to the remarkable 
shooting powers of our Scott choke-bores. 

On the night of the 13th of December snow fell to the depth 
of twenty-three Indies, which I fear will almost exterminate our 
quails.

The Butchering or Game.— Sioux Falls, D. T. Editor Chi- , 
piM :—The cold weather nowadays blteth like a steel trap, ] 
and stlngeth the exposed parts of our bodies like the business , 
end of a hornet. As Mrs. Partington says, the oxhide is sirau- , 
latlng to the entire diagram.” It could not be otherwise, with , 
a stiff breeze from the northwest, as there is this morning, and 
the thermometer 30 ° below zero, one wishes himself back in old 
Virelony ” But in a few weeks the frost and snows will leave ub 
and go back to their homes In the Arctic regions ; flowers and 
birds 8 will once more make ns happy with their bright faces and 
cheerful songs, we will forget the snows and winds of a Dacota 
Winter; the sun will shine for us as brightly as In a more southern 
clime, and we will thank the Giver of all good, that our lot was 
not cast In a less favored spot than Dacota. 

I admire the communications of ‘ Black Ned. Tbey are 
stamDed with the genuine sentiment of a nature’s nobleman, and 
when P he says that the manner in which game is brought down 
should be the proper criterion by which to judge a sportsman 
rather than by large bags, he anticipates what will be strictly ad¬ 
hered to ^ all true sportsmen in a few years. The hunting now 
done bv sporting clubs Is too much characterized by a sp rlt of 
ri valry‘to see which shall bring down the most birds,regardless of 
future consequences, and it amounts to nothing less than butch- 
erv Old and young alike fall victims to this merciless satiety of 
.elf-styled sportsmen. Anything old enough to wear a feather in 
the shape of game sought Is “winged.” To be sure the game 
thus got is not sold, but what the hunter does uot use is glvento 
friends, yet this does not lessen the offenee one lota. Under 
that plea the large amount of game in this terrtto |7 j “ igh L?! 
exterminated in one season If such a thing was possible. The 
best argument the pot-hunter uses in defense of hie ‘ 

is “If I don’t git some o’them e’er birds before them city chaps 

come this way, I won't get a smell! If they come ere with them 
sharp-plnted dogs o’ tbeirn, there won’t be a chicken nor a quail 
left for more’n three miles around." 

This form of complaint and many other ones are constantly 
thrown out by those who live where game abounds, and do not 
want to be compelled to go far from home to hunt game m sea¬ 
son when it can be killed out of season at their doors. I have 
heard farmers say “We do not object to a man "hooting a 
few birds on our premises, but wc do object to the total ertcrral 
nation policy practiced by (too) many sportsmen, and will not 
allow such.to hunt on our landB.”

Deer are quite plenty in this section this Winter, more so than 
for some time. I saw a fine four-prong buck at Blair, Neb., 13 
miles west of hereon the 30th Dec., killed that morning in the Mis¬ 
souri river timber, near DeSoto, four miles south; he would weigh 
near to 200 lbs., and I understood that there had been quite a 
number killed near there lately; they are also quite plenty on the 
bottom near the Missouri river, about twenty-three miles north of 
here, near River Sioux station, on the S. C. and P. R. R., and lln 
the country northeast from there, also on the west side of the 
Missouri river, in Nebraska. None oftbe Mo. Valley Gun Club have 
1 contracted the deer fever as yet, and probably will not “‘° n g “ 

■ the turkey crop lasts. There is a grand opening for sport in this 
> section for a parly that would like to have a «ttle deer shooting 
1 We have also a great amount of the small grey rabbit (hare) here 
1 and could have most excellent sport with them if we only had a 
3 few good rabbit dogs, but not one is visible in this town, but 1 
1 hope to see some one set the ball rolling by procuring a good dog; 
1 there is sport in it, and when one once enjoyed it, he will look 
1 forward to these hunts with pleasure; Itfurnishes fine sport when

Van Buren’s 8nipes.—Dcb Moines, Iowa .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—Van Bureu writes you a good article, but his remarks on 
natural history, though few, are more verbOBe than logical or 
just. The “Side Hunt” he refers to troubles some of our law 
abiding (1) citlzcnB wonderfully. They seem to be too stupid and 
(Juilpy to understand the habits of game, or the effectB of the 
“twenty-five bird clause” ill our code. To them I will say that 
the gentlemen who killed their twenty-five quails each, also 
killed the "snipes" reported, and they were counted in the pres¬ 
ence of the club and spectators. Quails were plenty, ‘ snipes 
scarce; bo these hunters sensibly bunted upon quail grounds for 
quails, until they reached the limit of the law. To add further 
to their hags tbey were forced to l ok elsewhere, hence the 
“snipes.” Now I have too much respect for Van Bureu's good 
sense to suppose that be would have hunted for, or expected 
other’s to kill snipes on quail grounds, or vice vena, yet he thus 
writes without knowledge or thought with his usually thought¬ 
ful pen. He is “shivering in tlic moonlight, holding the tradi¬ 
tional ‘gunny bag,’ ” himself In the stubble. He had better have 
staid on his native “bog,” but if he will come up to our academy 
of sciences we will give him a free lecture ou the habits of 
“snipes ” These long bills seem to show more gratitude to our 
sportsmen than this critic displays, and surely they keep better 
upon their own grounds. We, therefore, thank the “snipes” for 
tbelr “high sense of gratitude,” and“flne discrimination.” Facts 
form the best basl6 for correct conclusions, and Van Buren 
would do well to draw more upon this source in his future arti¬ 
cles upon natural history. Eland.

Is it A New Elk?— Colonel P. W. Norris, keeper of the Yel 
lowstone National Park, recently exhibited In Detroit, before 
the Scientific Society, various natural specimens and curiosities 
gathered during several months of exploration in the wilds of 
Montana. Among them were the head and antlers of a huge 
auimal, thought to be a cross between the elk and the moose. 

The antlers are webbed, and Professor Holmes, of Detroit, con¬ 
siders the fact unique. Colonel Norris, iu forty years’ expert 
ence, never saw anything resembling thi6 creature, and the Crow 
Indians of the Yellowstone region knew of nothing of the kind 
before. Lord Stanley, it is said, was desirous of procuring the 
specimen for the British Museum, but Colonel Norris Interposed 
his authority as keeper of the National Park to prevent its being 
taken out of the country, and purchased it of the hunter for 
$100. The animal in life was of gigantic size, and its head and 
antlers are suggestive of immense strength.

Brooklyn Driving Park. 


The following particulars of Bogardas’ match to kill 75 birds is taken 
from the Hew York Herald-. 

"The great pigeon match at the Brooklyn Driving Park yesterday Vrae 
one of the features of the day Captain Bogardns made a match to kill 
75 pigeons out of 100, 50 single and 25 double, using Dlttmar powder 
only, the first 50 birds to be shot from five ground traps, five yards apart 
and 25 yards rise, using one barrel only, and the double birds at 90 
yurds rise, from plunge or spring traps, under Bogardas rules for 
pigeon shooting. The attendance was uuusually large for tho occasion, 
and shortly after twelve o'clock tho Captain began Die work In earnest 
in froutof the stand of the Fountain Gun Cluo. There was nothing 
remarkable to record on the first fifty shots, unless It might be the num¬ 
ber of misses; but then It was a good day for the birds and a very bad 
one for the champion, as there was a fitful breeze that lifted the birds 
away when they were on tho wing; but the most remarkable part was 
that they were mostly very poor flyers, and in several instances the 
Captain called "no bird" and had auother trapped. The score stood as 
follows: - 11111 01011 11100 00011 Ollll Hull 11111 Ollll 11110 10001— 
36 killed. 

On his double bird ehoot Captain Bogardns started off with good 
cheer, but apparently did not relish having such poor flyiug birds, as a 
number of them wonid not leave the trap at all, causing him much an¬ 
noyance. He settled down to bis work shortly after 1 u. m The first 
pair of birds were slow ones and both were killed. The second pair 
neither bird took wing at once; one soou started aud was killed, the 
second remaining at tue trap. The referee ordered another pair of 
birds for the third pair. The first was killed, aud the second not flying 
auother pair was ordered, when both were killed handsomely, Of the 
fifth pair the first was killed and the second missed, as It dropped and 
dew low. Sixth pair were both killed, the seventh both missed; the 
eighth, the first missed. Die second killed; the ninth, the first killed aud 
the second missed; the tenth, both killed nicely; also the eleventh; of 
the twelfth the first was killed, the second missed Thirteenth, 
both birds dropped dead within a yard of the trap. Four- 
tculh, both birds hard bit; one dropped close, but the Captaiu 
bad to retrieve the other, which was officially scored a dead bird. Fif 
teenth—the first dropped dead, but the Captain had to gather the sec 
ond a few yards inside of bounds: both scored dead. Sixteenth—both 
killed. Seventeenth—declared no birds, although tho Captain killed 
the first, the second not taking wing. Elgbteentn—both killed hand¬ 
somely. Nineteenth—first bird dead, second did not fly; another pair 
of birds ordered. Twentieth—both killed. Twenty-first—both killed 
and birds gathered. Twenty-second—first missed, the second killed. 
Twenty-third—both killed, bat the Captain had to gather the second 
one, which was strong euough to stand up. Twenty-fourth—first killed, 
second no flyer, and another pair of birds ordered. Twenty-i.fth— first 
dead, second lost. Twenty-sixth—first lost, second killed. Twenty- 
seventh-both killed nicely. Twenty-eighth—both killed amid great 
applause. Twenty-ninth—first dead, second lost, but the feathers were 
flyiug lively. Thirtieth—first killed and second lost. Thirty-first— 
both killed and the Captain received the cheers and compliments of 
all present.

Grand total, 75, which gave 
the Captain the stakes with not a feaLher to spare. 

The next feature or the day was shooting fo« a silver cop, which Cap¬ 
taiu Bogardns donated to the club; entrance fee $2; five shots each; 
25 yards rise; the money going for prizes. There were twenty-six en¬ 
tries, and the shoot was continued until darkness stopped the game, 
Messrs. Howard and Conover tying on a straight five each. They shot 
off, tying a second Lime, and then postponed the contest for the first 
and second prizes until Monday afternoon next. The third prize money 
was divided among the winners.
